upon in the end the fight begun betweene them, Econ- 
tinued very hote kozthe ſpace of 5. houres, what ſlaugh- 
ter was made among the Spaniards, the Engliſhmen 
were vncertaine, but they ſuppoſed the ſame to bee ſo 
great, that they wanted men to continue the charging 
of their pieces: whereupon, with ſhame they withdzew 
themlelues,and the Engliſhmen contented in relpect ot 


their deepe lading rather to continue their voiage then 
to folowthe chaſe,ceaſed from kurther blowes, wich the 


loſſe onely oft wo men llayne, and one other hurt in the 
arme, whom maiſter Edward Wilkinſon Captaine of 
the Admirall, with his good woꝛds did ſo comfo2e.that 
he nothing eſteemed the ſmart ok his wound in reſpect 
ofthe honour o ſuch a victoꝛie and ſhametull repulſe ot 
the enemie.

Peter Colledge was erected of two ancient Hoſtels (ſfomtime 
— de ſacro, or brethrẽ de penitentis Ieſi Chinſti) 


by Hugh Balſame, ſomtime Pryor of Ely, Anno. 1356 
This Hugh was afterward x tenth Biſhop of Ely, and fini- 
ſhed this Colledge in Anno, 1284 


Clare Hall, was firſt buylded by Rychard Badow then Chan- 
cellour of the ſtudents there, and the ſame was called vniuerſi- 
ty Hall. | | 1326 

It was fince that enlarged by Gualter Thacſteede maſter of 
the ſayd Hall,who wyth conſen of the ſayd Rychard Badowe, 
reſigned the foundation therof to Elizabeth LadyofClare,third 
daughter of Gylbert, and ſiſter and one of the heyres of the Iaſt 
Gylberr de Clare Earle of Gloceſter, who was firſt married ra 
Iohm Burgh earle of Viſter in Ireland, after to Theobald of Ver- 
don, and thyrdly, to fir Roger Damary, and had iſſue by them 
all, ſne I ſay named it Clare Hall. 3 

Pembrooke hall was founded by Mary of Valentia, daughter 
to Guydo Earle of S. Paul in Fraunce, wife ro Adomare de Va- 
lentia, Earle of Penbrooke, ſne obtayned of K. Edward the third, 
whoſe couſin ſhe was, to found this college in her oun ground, 
wyth _— two or three tenements there by, and named 
it Aula de Valence Marie, Anno. 1347 
Corpus Chriſti Colledge was firſt begunto. bee buylded by 
the Alderman and brethren of Corpus Chriſti Guild. | 

This Colledge was brought ſo far forth, che rather by the 
helpe of S. Maries Guyld & fraternity, newly adioyned to the o- 
cher Guyld. 1344 
In the yeere 1353. they dyd elect Henry Earle of Darby and 
Lancaſter, who ſhould obtayne them fauor for the purchaſing 


of Mortmayne, for ſuch lands and tenements, as after many did 


ſell them. This Earle of Darby in the 28. yeere of Edward the 
thyrd, was created the firſt Duke of Lancaſter, and then they e- 
lected him their Alderman, who recogniſed their ſtatutes, not 
by the Dukes ſeale , but by the ſeale of the Aldermen of that 
Guylde. | 

Trinity Hal, was firſt an Hoſtel, purchaſed by Iohn Cranden 
ſometyme Pryor of Ely, who procured it for his brethren the 


' Monkes of that houſe, to be Students there, in the tyme of Ed- 


ward the 3. which Hoſtel was afterward purchaſed by W. Barc» 
man Byſhoppe of Norwich,who buylded this Colledge of Tri- 
nity

deceaſed in the yere of Chriſt, +» 


to name Gunuile hall, as appeareth by his Statute, 1348 
At his deceaſe, he leauing a good maſſe of money, commen- 
ded the further finiſhing of the ſame Hal to William Bateman 
Biſhop of Norwich, who with the aſſent of the Aldermen and 
brethren of rhe Guilds of Corpus Chrifti & our Lady, changed 
with them the ſayd houſe, with their houſe called the Stonehal, 
where now Gunuile & Caius Colledge ſtandeth, 1353 
Iohn Caius Doctor in Phiſicke, ſomtime fellow, and late ma- 
ſter ofthe ſayd Colledge, hath enlarged the houſe, and nowe 
made a ſecond foundation, with giuing certayne manours and 
lands to the ſame. 2

Kings 8 was firſt founded by king Henry the ſixth, in Kings Colledge | 


che yere of Chri ü 1441 
The ſame king altered the forme of his firſt foundation, in the 
yerc of Chriſt. 1443 
Edward the 4. in diſpleaſure of the firſt foundation, withdrew 


from the Colledge ſo much land as the firſt founder had gyuen 


them, but afterwards he reſtored them to the inheritance of fue 
hundred markes. | 


After him Henry the 7.finiſhed that notable Chappel, begun 


by Henry the fixth, to the glazing,Stalles,pauing with Marble, 
which was done by king Henry the eyght. 
Queenes Colledge was begun by Lady Margaret, wife to 
king Henry the ſixth, | 1446 
She procured Mortmayne of an C. li. by yere. Anno. 1448 
At the interceſſion of Andrew Ducket, ſometime principal 
of Barnard Hoſtell, (which Hoſtell hee gaue to the ſayde Col - 
lege.) He was Parſon of S8. Buttolphs in Cambridge, who by his 
owne money & helpe of others, purchaſed certaine tenements, 
and buylded his Colledge, being the firſt Preſident of the ſame, 
who gaue as well by his life, as by his Teſtament diuers ſummes 
and parcels of land, and alſo procyred certayne giftes of the 
Duke of Clarence, of Cicely Dutcheſſe of Yorke, of Richarde 
Duke of Gloceſter, of Anne Dutcheſſe of the ſame,of Edwarde 
Earle of Saliſbury, Maude Counteſſe of Oxford, and Marma- 
duke Lumley Biſhop of Lincolne,with diuers other, Elizabeth 
wife to king Edward the 4. finiſhed that which Queene Marga- 
ret had begun, in the yere, | i:

Katherine hall was founded by Robert Woodlarke Doctor 
of Diuinity,and prouoſt of thekings Colledge;and Chanceller 
to the Vniuerſitie, as it is teſtified by the Charter of K. Henry the 
ſieth, bearing date the 37. yere of his raigne, which was the yere 
of Chriſt. | 1435 
Ieſus Colledge was founded by Iohn Alcocke, the 29. Biſhop 
of Eely, who did conuert che Monaſtery of Saint Raigond, (the 
Abbeſſe liuing a diſſolute life, the Monaſtery then deſtitute of 
gouernment, the edyfices fallen in ruine, and in concluſion the 
Nuns departing thence leauing it deſolate ) into a Colledge of 
chaplaynes and ſcholers, the yere of Chriſt. 1446 
This Iohn Alcock was borne in Beuerley, buylded a free- 
ſchole ar Kingſton vpon Hull, and a chappel on the ſouthſide of 
the pariſh Church wherein his parents were buried. cp 
The rents of leſus Colledge — bene more amplified by ſir 
Robert Reade Knight, Doctour Eleſton, Doctour Royſton and 
Doctor Fuller. D int! : 
Chriſts Colledge was founded by king Henry the ſixth , who 
named it Gods houſe, as it was ſomtime a great Hoſtel ſo called; 
King Henry the 7. graunted his Charter to Lady Margaret his 
mother, Counteſſe of Richmont and Darby, to encreaſe the ſtu- 
dents there, tranſlating it at her diſpoſition, lo that from thence 
forth it ſnould be called Chriſts Colledge. 1505 
Faint Iobns Colledge, being firſt an Hoſtell of religious Cha- 
nons, was erected by Nygellus the ſecond Byſhop of Ely, Trea- 
ſorer to king Henry the firſt, the yeere of Chriſt. 1134 
Thoſe Clianons lyued by the name of the Hoſpytall and 
brethren of Saint Iohn, vntyll the yeere of Chriſt one thouſand 
fiue hundred and ten, though at that time fo farre decayed, that 
there was but a Prior, and two brethren, and by the delapidati- 
ons of their goods moueableand vnmoueable, they abaſed their 
reuenues wythin the ſpace of tenne yeeres laſt paſt; from the 
ſumme oft an hundred and forty pounde, to thyrty pounde, &c. 
Whereupon King Henry the eyght, Richard Byſhoppe of Win- 
cheſter, lohn Byſhop of Rocheſtet, Charles Somerſet Lorde of 
Herbert, Thomas Louell, Henry Marne, and lohn Sent-Iohn 
knights, Henr/ Hornby and Hugh Aſhton Cleatkes, executors 
ofthe teſtamẽt of L. Margaret Countes of Richmont & Darby, 
grandmother to K. H. 8. & mother to K H. 7. vpon the ſuppreſſiõ 
of the ſayd Priory, ſne being preuented by death, leauing behind 
her ſufficient goods, & commiting the ſame to thoſe her friends 
and executors,they erected the ſayde Colledge. ;

Magdalene Colledge was firſt an Hoſtell 
kingham tranſlated yſame to a colledge, naming it Buckingham 


Colledge,who builded vp the Hall in the yeere of Chriſt. 1519. 


After him Thomas Audley of Walden ſometime Chauncel- 
lor of England, tooke on him to be founder of the ſaid Colledge, 
and going about to eſtabliſh the ſame, was preuented by death, 
ſo that what he had begunne, he left vnfiniſhed. ,

The Vniuerſitie of Oxford vvas inſtituted by 
King Alfred a Saxon, after the birth of Chriſt 
873. yeeres: And hath Coljedges. * 
Niderſitie Colledge (as ſome haue written) was 
founded in the time of King Alfred, by ſir William 
Archdeacon of Dureſme in the yeere 873. but in a 
ON booxke intituled the acts of the Biſhops of Durham, 
I find it noted, that the ſame College was builded by W.Biſhop 
of Durham, in the xij. yeere of W. Conquerer in Ann. 1081. 
The Vniuerſitie Church, alias Saint Marie Church, was begun 
to be reedified in the time of Doctor Fitz-· lames after Biſhop of 
London: he procured much money towardes the building of it. 
The battlements of it were full of Pinacles, but by tempeſt were 
moſt of them throwen downe in one night. 
Baliol Colledge was founded in the time of Edward y firſt, by 
Io. Baliol father to Io. Baliol K. of Scotland in the yeere 1263, 
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was founded in the time of Henry tlie 3. by 
Walter Merton ſometime Canon of Salisbury, and Aer Bil 
of Röcheſter, who deceaſed mo | 7

by Walter Stapleton Biſhop of Exceſter. 1316.

Oriall Colledge, was founded in the time of Edwarde the 2.

Queenes Colledge was founded in the time of Edward the 3. 
by Robert Eglithheld , in his one ground, and by him called 
the Queenes hall, he was chapleine to the Lady Philip, wife to 
the ſame Edward, che yeere of Chriſt. | 1340 
New college was founded by William Wickham, biſhop of 
Wincheſter, the yecre of Chriſt, 1379 
He alſo founded a college in the citie of Wincheſter, by the 
like name of New college, an 138 
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' Lincofncolledge. Lincolne college was founded in the time of Henrie the fift, 


by Richard Fleming, biſhop of Lincolne 1430. and augmented - 
in Richard the thirds time, by Thomas Rotheram Biſhoppe of 
Lincoln in the yeere 1479 

Alſoule Colledge was founded in the time of K. Henry the 6, 
by Henry Chichely Archbiſh.of Canterburie in the yere 157 
He alſo founded Barnard Colledge in Oxford, ſince ſuppreſſed 
by K. Henry the 8. & now reedified by Sir Thomas White, and by 
him called Saint Iohns colledge. More hee founded a colledge 
at Higham Feries with Almes houſes there. 

Diuinity Schoole was founded in the time of king Henry the 
b. by Humfrey Duke of Gloceſter. 1 

Magdalen Colledge was founded in the time of king Henry 
the 6. by William Wainflet Biſh.of Wincheſter. 1459. He builded 
a good part of Eaton colledge, begun by Henry the ſixt: he buil- 
ded a Free ſchoole at Wainſſet in Lincolne ſhire, 7. myles from 
Alford toward Boſton. |
